LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “DAILY PBESS.”" 


Drak S1r,—Very many thanks for the natice 
taken in your leador of Saturday of my circular 
Jotter to the. Justices of the Peacs offering my- 
aolf as a candidate for a seat in the Legislative 
Council of the colony, Itiaa fair, reasonable, 
and not unkindly‘comnitnt on my candidature 
and on tha reasons given by ma in support of it, 
and no fair and reasonable comment can do me 
herw. It way, on the contrary, do me good, by 
affording me an opportunity of explaining or 
just ving what I have at any time: said or dono, 
it erp! fanation or justification isneedad and of an- 
awerlng objections and giving further and bet- 
tae guarantess for gqod bobaviour, if any sach 
should be required. You, I am suro, will not 
refuge me space in your columne for any roason- 
able explanations or for the. furthor develop- 
ment of my opinions in answer to questions or 
oritioiams, and there are ono or two remarks in 
your article of yesterday with reference to which 

shonld be glad to: be ‘permitted to say a few 
words to you sad to your renders, 

My address, does cortainly appear to’ sound 
the trumpet of hostility to the Governmant, and 
it would perhaps hava bean mors, diplomatic to 
have softened the note a Little, but it would not 
thea have given quite accurate exprossion to 
my feelings and opinions, and therefore, al- 
though o friend onlled my ntteation to tho 
discord and begged mo ‘to make some altera- 
tion, I refused to.do ao, I-look upon tho’ un- 
official members of the Council as permanently 
in opposition. "Fhe Government, with ity solid 
wedgo of official votes is always in tho manjority, 
anddos not want theirsapport. _Conataut watch- 
fulness over the action’ of the Governmont and 
of ita officers, intelligent: examination and oriti- 
cism of its proposals, careful supervision of the | 
expenditure of public money; and steaty, con- 
stant proesuroon the Government fox the an- 
largement of the powor and authority of the po- 
polar element, seems to me tobe the duty of 
every unofficis! member of the Council and 
especially so of the elective members. Thor is 
nothing in this that savonra of obstruction in 
tho loast degree. Obstruction for the sake of 
obstruction isa thing I hate and detest: It’ is 
foreign to my natare, and if it woro other- 
wise, it is not possible as the Legislative Council 
is at presont constituted. There is nothing 
in this view of the position and duties of the 
noofiicial members of Council inconsistent with 
a hearty sapport of the Government and of Go- 
‘vernment maasures when thosa measures ap- 
Peeve thomaelves to my intelloot and conscience. 

should conceive it ny duty to support the Go- 
vernment in opposition even to the viows of the 
other unoficial membora if o particular govern- 
mant measure saomed to mo, after consideration 
and dabate, to ba just and right, and the occasion 
sufficiently grave to justify open dissent from 
my colleagues, ‘and I can conceive situations in

‘In 
the @onsideration of all these qupstions-—reform 
of the Couneil, enlargement of popalar liberties, 
consolidation of the law, Land Tenura,—know- 
ledge of law generally and of conatitutional law 
in particnlar, and the special habit of mind 
which a legal training gives will; J humbly oon- 
ovive, be most aseful, more useful perhaps than 
greater general knowledge or. greater, special 
knowledge not legal. Of course there ia ‘nothin:
